Reasons for the examiner amendment: claims 7 and 1 1 were depending from 
cancelled claims 5 and 3 respectively. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,2,4,6,7,9, and 11 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Closest references for the claims are Brondyke in view of Neidhardt. Brondyke 
teaches a ceramic particle filter bed, which includes corundum and of density about 
3g/cc, which correlates to about 25% porosity within the particles. However, the 
reference does not teach how much of this would be open porosity, or the actual pore 
sizes at >10 pm. Neidhardt reference teaches that white corundum is made by 
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electrofusion process, the same process as that of the applicant, which would make the 
porosity characteristics claimed as inherent, and one of ordinary skill in the art would be 
motivated to use the white corundum for its special characteristics taught by Neidhadrt 
as pointed out in the rejection. However, applicant has shown unexpected results with 
this bed when compared to the tabular corundum, which makes the process and the 
product non-obvious over the prior arts.
